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Tux Agricultural Department reports that 
the corn crop of the United States this year 
is slightly inferior to that of last year. It is 
somewhat better in the Atlantic States; 
owing to the drought the crop in all the 
Southern States except Texas (where it is 
100 per cent better) is much inferior to that 
of last year, while the only Western States 
which show an increase are Ohio and Mich- 
igan. California, of the Pacific States, also 
shows an increase. Although the area 
planted with potatots was the same as that 
planted last year, the yield was not as good. 
The average yield per acre this year is 
ninety-one bushels, as against ninety-eight 
bushels last year. ‘Texas, Arkansas, and 
California, however, show an increased 
yield. There was a falling off in the area 
planted with tobacco this year, and the yield 
also shows a falling off, belag only 740 pounds 
per acre this year, as against 7% last year. 


Tuer Mississippi Valley Inter-State River 
Improvement Convention, which has been 
in session in New Orleans for the last two 
days, and which consisted of representatives 
from most of the States bordering on the 
Mississippi, adopted resolutions yesterday 
calling on the Senators and members of Con- 
gress to urge the passage of the bill No. 6,236 
now pending before Congress, which pro- 
vides for the improvement of the whole Mis- 
sissippi River system.

But if he said all the in- 
terviewer attributed to him he s aid noth but 
the truth, and only asmall part of that. ven 
in our richest vaiieys ten farms are lazily, 
slouchily tiled or neglected for the fishing-rod 
and the bunting-ritie, where one is well farmed. 
There are not a dozen “model farms” in East 
Tennessee, and these are not better managed 
than scores to be found in single counties of the 
Northwestern States. Observation extending 
over fifteen years shows us that about one wheat 
crop in three in the Teunessee Valley is ruined 
because the producers are too lazy and incom- 
petent to take care of it. Not one-half the 
stock in the whole region is decently fed or 
cared for io the winter months. Not one farmer 
in ten has a decent barn. Not one in five ufil- 
izes the manures produced on his farm. 

These are simple and plain facts, open to the 
Observation of all. Any cditor wnothinks the 
farming of East Tennessee is what reasonable 
energy, thrift, and intelligence can make it 
needs to travel and observe. Any editor here-

waited the moment to feel that the laws and the 
courts could be trusted in the South, to invest 
$5,000,000 in the Mississippi Valley. 


In fact, this country, large as it is, is getting

Dr. Wri11aM B. Jones, the ‘editor of the 


Lake Providence (La.) Repubiican, was 
killed on the night of Noy. 3. His murder 
was not unprovoked. He was, to begin 
with, „a d—d Radical,” and he was also a 
good editor and a perfectly independent and 
fearless man. His partner, Col. B. H. Lanier, 
had accepted a Republican nomination for 
Congress in a district which has 5,000 Repub- 
lican majority, and had been duly beaten by 
the minority candidate, Gen. Floyd King, a 

member of the aristocracy and the White 
League. But Lanier was not beaten easily 
enough. He gave Mr. Floyd King a deal of 
trouble. Some of the latter’s friends were 
obliged to sit up all night in order to count 
Lanier out and King in. They could have 
killed Lanier if they had caught him—un- 
armed, or if he had not known how to shoot 
remarkably well. But as he was accom- 
plished in this respect they let him go and 
shot his inoffensive partner, Dr. Jones, in- 
stead. The outrageous conduct of Dr. Jones 
in being killed has no defenders in Louisiana.

Tue fact that English consols rose above 
par on the 5th inst. furnishes a theme for 
various long editorials in the London papers. 
The quotation was 1003-16 both for money 
and account. This is the highest price 
reached by the public securities of England 
during more than a quarter of a century. In 


‘| May, 1858, consols stood for a short time at 


10054, and in the previous year they had reached 
the high-water mark of over 102. But since 
1853 they have not touched par. Two causes 


the abundance of money and the prevailing 
low rate of interest. The other was 
the anticipated operation of the Sav- 
ings Banks act of the last session 
of Parliament, which goes into effect 
on the 22d inst. By the provisions of this act 
every person is enabled to invest in consols 
at any post-office in the United Kingdom in 
sums as small as£10. The charge for buying 
the stock is only 9d, for an amount not above 
£25. The price fixed is the current rate on 
the day of purchase. The remarkable effect 
of this wise and beneficent act in advancing 
the price of Government securities may serve 
as a “pointer” to ourown Government when 
the new low-rate bonds are negotiated. By 
using the post-offices as places of subscrip- 
tion the bonds might be more widely distrib- 
uted among the people than they otherwise 

would be, and the Government obtain the 
benefit of an enhanced competition for them.

Davip S. Terry, the defeated Democratic 
Elector in California, hardly reckoned upon 
the new celebrity which he hasobtained when 
he accepted the nomigation for that office. 
His crime was unknown to the younger 
generation and forgotten by the older till his 
peculiar prominence in this connection re- 
vived all the circumstances. Before the 
War he belonged to the pro-slavery wing of 
the Democratic party in California, which 
Senator Brodbrick left to attach himself to 
the Douglas faction. Broderick’s influence 
in California was very powerful, and, ac- 
cording to one „it was thought neces- 
sary to put him out of the way, and Judge 
Terry was selected by lot to perform that 
unpleasant duty. Atany rate, they fought 
a duel, and Broderick was killed. Terry 
afterwards joined the Confederate army. 
After the War he returned to 
the Democratic party, and gradually 
worked himself up till, to the surprise of 
everybody, he obtained this nomination for 
Presidential Elector. He was, however, 
scratched by several hundred voters, a very 
unusual thing in the case of an Elector, and 
decisively defeated. Townsend’s version of 
the quarrel is that Judge Terry said in a 
public speech: Broderick is following the 
lead not of Stephen A. Douglas, but of Fred 
Douglass.”’ To this Broderick replied: 
have said that Terry is the only honest man 
on the Bench, but I take it back.” The duel 
followed, with the result already mentioned. 

THE BANERUPT LAW. 

The movement for a new Bankrupt law 
ought to meet with a favorable reception at 
the approaching session of Congress. The 
repeal of the former law was suggested 
rather by the abuses that had crept into the 
administration thereof than by any popular 
oppositi lon to the principle of bankrupt pro- 
ceedings. The Anglo-Saxon theory of mer- 
cantile failures, which prevails both in En- 
gland and America, is that they are misfort- 
unes, and that the victims, if free from fraud 
or criminal negligence, should be purged of 
all future responsibility by a surrender of 
their assets, and permitted to resume busi- 
ness upon a new basis. This theory is sure 
to be recognized in the local laws of the 
various States if not the National laws, and 
in that way it cannot escape confusion and 
conflict; itis every way better that bank- 
ruptey proceedings should be ‘controlled by 
a uniform system, treating creditors and 
debtors alfke in all parts of the country. 

The bill which will be brought to the at- 
tention of Congress was prepared originally 
by Judge Lowell, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court which embraces the districts of 


7.1 Massachusetts, Maine, Rhode Island, and 


New Hampshire, and has been submitted to 
a number of Boards of Trade, former Regis- 
ters in Bankruptcy, and others familiar with 
the workings of the old law. In this way it 
is believed that the defects of the old law 
have been corrected, its errors -avoided, the 
costs of proceeding materially reduced, and 
the system adapted to the needs of this 
country. 

The new bill follows as closely as is com- 
patible with the desired reforms the lau- 
guage and construction of the old law in 
order that the changes may be the more 
readily recognized and the numerous de- 
cisions made available. It ‘starts out with 
useful definitions of the jurisdiction and 
powers of the Bankruptcy Courts, and the 
exact duties of the various officers repre- 
senting the Government and the creditors. 
The most important changes that have been 
agreed upon may be noted in detail. 

1. The Registers are made salaried officers. 
One of the vexatious and costly features of 
the old system was the exaction of fees for 
all the officers agents in bankrupt. pro- 
ceedings. A very large percentage of the 
assets was exhausted in this manner, and 
frequently little or nothing was left to the 
creditors. The new law contemplates the 
payment of salaries to all the regular officers 
except the Clerks, and the fees authorized for 
the latter have been reduced as low as it is 
possible to make them in view of the gen- 
eral provision of the law which requires that 
the expenses of the Clerk’s office shall be 
paid out of his receipts. Some of the work 
formerly done by the Marshals, such as the 
issuing of the notices, has been turned over 
to the Clerks. The Assignees are to receive 
no fees, and their compensation is to be de- 
termined by the creditors with the approval 
of the Court. It is designed, indeed, that 
the expenses of a proceeding In bankruptcy 
may be approximately estimated before they 
shallbe begun,

uniformly fair administration of all cases, 
and to make quarterly reports to the District 
These reports are to be sent 
regularly to the Attorney-General, who will 


thus be informed of the actual workings of 


the law, and be enabled to communicate 
promptly to Congress any suggestions that 
may arise from the practical operation of the 
various provisions. It is believed that this 
system will insure the correction of defects 
and the gradual perfecting of the law. 

3. An important provision of the new 
bankruptey scheme is that- relating to the 
hearings. The old law required that all 
examinations should be written out in full— 
a requirement which involved large expense 
and unnecessary delay. Under the new law 
the Register may order oral examinations, 
and report the substance, or direct that the 
evidence be taken down in full, at his discre- 
tion. It is expected that the examipations 
will be chiefly oral. The Registers are also 
authorized to hold meetings and hearings in 
different parts of their districts in order to 
avoid the embarrassment, delay, and cost 
incident to the old system, in which the 
parties to the bankrupt proceedings and their 
attorneys were frequently obliged to travel 
long distances, at a large expense, in order 
toavail themgelves of the facilities of the law. 

4. The c tors are expected to enjoy 
greater protection under the new law than 
they had under the old law. The choice of 
Assignee is to be made by them after exclud- 
ing the small creditors, who are to be paid 
in full, and all others who have preferred 
claims.. The creditors may also appoint at 
their first meeting a committee of three 
persons to codperate with the Assignee and 
watch over his actions; if they neglect to do 
this the Judge may do so subsequently upon 
a petition of the creditors. .Uniformity of 
exemptions is provided for by following the 
State laws under the condition that they 
shall not exceed $500. No preferred creditor 
will be allowed to prove up any claim until 
he shall have surrendered all his preferences. 
Provision is made for “composition,” but 
the practice is protected from fraud by pro- 
viding that one-third at least of the accepted 
compromise shall be paid id cash, and 
that the remainder shall be secured 
to the satisfaction of the creditors 
and the Court. When this shall have been 
done the debtor resumes his full rights as if 
he had received a regular discharge. The 
Assignee will be in all cases under the direc- 
tion of the Register and Supervisor, who, be- 
ing paid salaries, will haveno selfish interest 
in encouraging delay or needless expense in 
litigation. 

5. In the matter of final discharges it is 
provided that an honest debtor may be re- 
leased without the payment of any dividend 
or the assent of the creditors, when the 
Court shall have satisfied itself that his re- 
‘sources have been exhausted. Experience 
has shown that the assent of some creditors 
to a discharge is frequently ‘procured by 
promises of future payment at the cost and to 
the injustices of the others. This clauseis 
also intended to protect an honest bankrupt 
from the enmity of any creditor. But all 
debtors are excluded from these privileges 
avho in any way fail to comply with the 
orders of the Court, who have not kept 
proper books of account, who have given 
any preferences that shall not have been 
subsequently surrendered, or who are sus- 
pected of any fraud defined in the Bank- 
ruptey law. 

6. In addition to the definitions of crime 
contained in the old law, the United States 
Courts are given new jurisdiction in the spe- 
cial cases of bankruptcy, in addition to the 
general jurisdiction they enjoy under the 
Constitution and statutes. It is also made a 
criminal offense for creditors to permit 
frauds upon fellow-creditors, or to receive 


money or any other valuable thing for any 


concessions in favor of the bankrupt. 

The chief purpose of the new law isto af- 
ford the honest debtor a discharge at less 
cost and with less delay than under the old 
system, and at the same time to protect cred- 
itors more fully against frauds and the exac- 
tions of the legal agents. The various pro- 
visions we have cited seem calculated to sub- 
serve this purpose, and, if tound to do so 
upon thorough examination, Congress should 
not hesitate to pass the law proposed, 


* THE SLUMS OF VERMONT.” 

Sonie of the Democratic mug-wumps who 
live in the neighborhood of Tammany Hall 
declared, on the eve of the late election, that 
New York City was being colonized by a 
horde of Republican voters from “ the 
slums of Vermont.“ The phrase is rather 
vague, and itis not quite easy to see just 
what idea the Democratic intellect was 
wrestling with when the announcement was 
made; but, whatever it was, there was 
probably some errorin the calculation, for 
the returns indicate that the great bulk of 
Vermont Republicans were on election-day 
within easy distance of their own ballot- 
boxes, and if any considerable nimber of 
them were absent in New York the majority 
of well nixh 30,000 can only be accounted for 
on the theory that as to those remaining at 
home the right of suffrage was somehow so 
enlarged as to permit every man to 
vote, as Mr. John Rogers was burned, 
accompanied by his wife and nine 
small children. But even on that supposi- 
tion the geographical location of the 
“slums” must remain a puzzle. They are 
not laid down in any topographical survey 
of the State, nor are they mentioned in the 
census report or in any of the statistics of 
pauperism and crime; nor are any such 
spots, like those on the sun, visible to the 
naked eye.- Many other things there are in 
Vermont, —hills which, if flattened out, 
would make a State of about the size of 
Texas, a great many Morgan horses, herds 
of Jersey cattle, and flocks of Merino sheep, 
with a fair assortment of speckled Berkshire 
pigs and Bourbon Democrats,—but it would 
be difficult for even Chairman Barnum to 
put his finger—and he can put finger or foot 
into almost.anything—upon a single district 
and well-defined case of “slum” within 
the borders of that rural domain. Having 
been out West in October, when there 
was some talk of slipping Kentuckians 
over the river for temporary service, his 
notion of State boundaries may be a trifle ob- 
scure. He may have an impression that Ver- 
mont extends far enough north to take in 
Quebec and the habitans of the lower prov- 
ince. Derby Line may be to him an imagi- 
nary line, like the equator. When he beholds 
a stranger in New York who does not come 
from Connecticut and cannot speak English, 
he probably takes him for a Vermont French- 
man and thinks he hears the dialect of the 
“slum.” 

The conclusion is irresistible that Mr. 
Barnum must be peculiarly subject to impo- 
sition. He is continually being led astray. 
He got cheated in the live-stock business, in- 
somuch that the thought of a mule is a per- 
petual nightmare to him. The tall ears flap 
him like the wings of a vampire. He was be- 
guiled into making some very poor invest- 
ments in Indianapolis and Cincinnati last 
month, under the apparent impression that 
Mr. English had a mortgage on the whole 


‘State of Indjana, and that Old Bill Allen 


was still sounding his fog-horn in Ohio. 
A few days later, somebody convinced 
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Gen. Hancock Write a short treatise on the 


tariff, and so a letter was produced whose 
baleful effects must have compelled Mr. 
Barnum to curse the art of penmanship as a 
device of the Evil One, and to deplore the 
consequences of a common-schoo! education. 
For a time the Readjusters were rampant in 
Virginia, and certain designing miscrearts in- 
duced him to save the Ship of State down there 
by turning on the stream of Wade Hampton’s 
eloquence at Staunton. Lee and Stonewall 
Jackson were resurrected and thrust into 
the canvass, anditis fair to conclude that, 
after a while, Mr. Barnum saw that some- 
body had made a blunder. Then, just about 
the time when the delegates from the slums 
of Vermont” were supposed to be arriving, 
the unsuspicious Barnum and all his host 
were taken in by that cruel literary hoax of 
Mr. Philp. Truthful William, and Truthful 
Abram, and Truthful Samuel, ail fell into the 
cunning net of the heathen Chinee, and when 
it was drawn ashore there was a great multi- 
tudeof gudgeons. Philp was there, and he was 
held to bail in a criminal court on a charge 
of forgery; Sam Morey was there, and he was 
sent to jail for perjury; O’Brien was there 
with the National Committee’s label of 
“ Robert Lindsey ” sticking to his back, and 
he fared the same as Morey; and Barnum, 
‘and - Hewitt, and Speaker Randall were all 
tnere, distributing myriads of the forged 
letter in lithographic copy through every 
pipe and conduit of the Democratic machine. 

There is for the Democrats food for solemn 
reflection in the campaign that has just 
closed. The danger of hallucination just 
before election was never so apparent before. 
The smoke of battle does not clear away, but 


the party. Their budding branch, which was 
expected to blossom and bear great fruit of 
spoil, has become a dry stick. The air of 
the National Committee room, where Morey 
slept and O’Brien was tutored in lying, has 
become pestilential. There is a deadly 
miasma from “the slums of Vermont,” and 
a quotidian ague shakes the party leaders. 
Barnum’s unconquerable innocence has 
proved his ruin, and he goes back to Con- 
necticut with a head like his native nutmeg, 
most undoubtedly of wood, and marked 
with the abrasions of the judicial grater. 
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A DIPLOMATIC FARCE. 

The Red Book of Austria has appeared, 
and, while it does not shed any light upon 
the present attitude of the Dulcigno situation, 
or make it any the more comprehensible to 
the general reader, it affords a curious Hlus- 
tration of the quips and quirks and twist- 
ings and windings of diplomacy when it 
seeks to solve a problem that is apparently 
as easy of solution as a sum in simple addi- 
tion. From the Red Book it appears that the 
Porte, a year and a half ago, was giving the 
most positive assurances of its willingness 
to evacuate Gusinje and Fla va, which at that 
time were the localities claimed by the Mon- 
tenegrins. In August, 1879, however, the 
latter complained that the Turks were 
seeking causes for delay. The Alba- 
nians also declared to the Commis 


‘sion of Delimination that unless they 


were consulted in fixing the frontier 
the whole thing should be void and that they 
would never consent to any cession of Al- 
banian territory. The Turks applied to the 
Austrian Government to keep the Monte 
negrins patient, and it promised to do so 
if the surrender should be speedily made, 
which the Porte, always willing to promise, 
consented to do. Two months elapsed, how- 
ever, and nothing was done except the re- 
iteration of the same old promise by thy wily 
Turk, the Albanians and Montenegrins 
meanwhile standing face to face. In Decem 


| ber, Russia, growing disgusted at the farcé, 


proposed to Austria ‘that a collective step 
should be made at Constantinople. Austria 
replied that she had done all in her power 
to get a term fixed in Constantinople and to 
restrain the Montenegrins from making 
a .forciblé occupation, and that any 
further effort in that direction was 
a loss of time England and Ger- 
many, being applied to, replied that they 
shared the views of Austria. France an- 
swered that she was not opposed to the col- 
lective step if the other Powers favored it, 
which was a very adroit way of getting rid 
of responsibility, as she knew they never 
would agree. On the 19th of December, at 
the request of the Powers, Russia dropped 
her proposal. When the impossibility of a 
pacific solution was recognized, Gusinje and 
Flava were dropped, and it was proposed that 
Corti should be ceded. England was favor 
abie but wished to act with Austria, but 
Austria, in a miff because she knew nothing 
about the Corti project until informed of 
it by England, held off, said that it would be 
necessary to know whether the project 
would be successful; then, whether it would 
not be resisted by the Catholics of North 
Albania; and finally, if the arrangement was 
accepted by all the other Powers she would 
not oppose it, but ‘if any pressure 
should be used 
manded, she would have scruples, which 
is a roundabout way of saying nothing 
and domg nothing, which could hardly be in- 
vented outside the circumlocution and red 
tape of diplomacy. The Corti project was 
then dropped, and on the 12th of April of the 
present year appeared a memorandum giving 
to Montenegro the Sem Territory, which was 
sanctioned by a protocol of the Powers a 
week later. The Sem project, however, fell 
through, like the other two. On the 25th of 
May the Duleigno project appeared. The 
English and Austrian Consuls were sent there 
to investigate, and they reported favorably. 
On the 15th of June the Austrian Envoy at 
Cettinje reported that the Montenegrins 
whuld accept the exchange. Once more the 
ridiculous moral suasion of the Powers was 
brought to bear upon, Turkey. She was in- 
formed that it was very wrong to help the 
Albanians in resistance, and was cautioned 
of the danger she would run if the Powers 
once came to the conclusion that she re- 
spected neither her own word nor that of the 
Powers, Turkey thereupon returned to her 
old policy, played the meek and lowly role, 
and was profuse with promises. Nothing 
was done, however, and at last, on the 3d of 
July, England submitted to Austria thé proj- 
ect of the naval demonstration, which it 
was confidently predicted would speedily 
settleeverything. According to the Red Book, 
Lord Granville’s plan was to call upon 
the Prince of Montenegro to occupy with an 
armed force, under the protection of a Euro- 
pean naval demonstration, the territory of 
Dulcigno. In principle, all the Great Pow- 
ers were to participate in the demonstration, 
but actually each of them might. suit its own 
convenience. The ships would have no 
troops on board for landing, but the appear- 
ance on the Bojana, or even on the Lake of 
Secutari, of some small armed craft, with 
sailors on board, would, according to Lord 
Granville’s opinion, prove to be a most 
efficient means of breaking the resist- 
ance of the Turks 
bania League.” A few days later, Austria 
suggested that it was not advisable for the 
Montenegrins to act so decisively. “If the 
Porte, after a short delay, should.execute 
neither the Dulcigno the Corti schemes, 
and if the Prince of Montenegro, on this re-

The Albanians are still threaten- 
ing, and the Turks are still promising. At 
last accounts they had ordered the Albanian 
Chiefs to surrender Dulcigno, and the Al- 
banian Chiefs, following the example of the 
Turks, had asked for a month’s time in 
which to make a reply, which the Turks, of 
course, were willing to grant. And so the 
faree goes on, and diplomacy continues to 
unwind its endless rolls of red tape. As 
Russia appears to be the only Power that has 
had any heart in the matter, itisa pity that 
the solution has not been left to her.

mr” CHRISTMAS PRESENT TO K. 


The . of 600, 000 farmers of Ire- 
land in a compact, quiet, peaceful, and non- 
intercourse agsociation to resist the rasping 
tyranny of British agents and landlords is 
meeting with remarkable success. The Boy- 
cott experiment has worked like a charm, 
and has aroused more excitement in England 
and caused more discussion than woulda 
general uprising of. the Irish people with 
arms in their hands or a wholesale massacre 
of all the agents in Ireland. An uprising of 
this kind could be easily put down by force 
of arms. It would afford the Government 
just the pretext it wants for the use of force. 
But this is not an uprising, but a down-sit- 
ting. Thereis nothing to attack. Thereds 
no foe in the field, no violence in any quar- 
ter. The Boyeotted farms are white with 
the harvest, but there are no laborers, The 
crops are rotting in the ground, and those 


“who have hitherto harvested them sit quietly 


by with folded hands. There is no way 
to compel them to work if they 
are not disposed, and “ Boycotting”’ 
is proving an expensive method of 
securing crops. Mr. Parnell in his dis- 
patch to Boston, which was printed in the 
last issue of Tun Trrpuns, says that it will 
oecupy 7,000 troops fourteen days in securing 
the crops on Boycott’s farm and protetting 
their communications from the farm to their 
rear. He estimates that this little harvesting 
frolic alone will cost the taxpayers of En- 
gland $15,000 per day, and for the entire time 
the good round sum ef $225,000, which will 
make the potatoes and turnips rescued for 
Mr. Boycott and his principal, Lord Erne, by 
the British Government cost about 25° cents 
per pound. The experience of Boycott in 
running a farm and of Britannia in helping 
him harvest his crops suggests some signifi- 
cant mathematical calculations. There are 
thirteen other Boycotted landlord-agents in 
the County of Mayo, near Lough Mask, 
whose crops must be gathered in the 
same expensive and troublesome manner. 
Taking the cost of the Boycott farm as a fair 
average sample of the cost of the new system 
of harvesting on these thirteen farms, the 
English Exchequer will suffer to the tune of 
$2,925,000. The Irish people themselves are 
so pleased with the new style of harvesting 
that they are adopting it all over. Mr. Par- 
nell calculates thatit will be adopted by the 
people toward 2,000 Irish landiords and their 
agents before Christmas, and that it will 
necessitate the employment of 1,000,000 troops 
to save the crops of these landlords. The 
mathematical features of this plan are very 
interesting. If 7,000 trogps, used as harvest- 
ers, involve an expense sf $225,000, one red- 
coat will cost $32.14. Ergo, if one man costs 
$32.14, 1,000,000 men must cost $32,140,000. 
What the late Mr. Greeley knew about farm- 
ing was scientific and thorough as compared 
with what Boycott and his friends know about 
farming with the assistance of the English 
Government. At last the Irish question has 
struck the English people where they can- 
not fail to appreciate and understand it. No 
problem was ever misunderstood by an En- 
glishman which affected his pocket even in 
the most remoie degree. 

It is a neat little Christmas present which 
the Irish Santa Claus has dropped down the 
chimney of the English Government, but as 
the English people contemplate the national 
stocking crammed to overflowing with pota- 
toes and turnips at 25 cents a pound, they 
will be likely to ask the troublesome 
questions, and to doubt whether it pays 
to do Lord Erne’s harvesting at $15,000 
a day, or to send five regiments of troops to 
every farmin Ireland to do the work that 
might be done by a little handful of men, if 
they were allowed the honest wages of an 
honest day’s work, a chance to save a little 
something at the end of the year, or the op- 
portunity even to live. They are already 
asking these questions. The Government it- 
self is asking questions, while it hesitates 
what to do. The landlords are asking ques- 
tions and wondering whether it pays. Boy- 
cott is done asking questions, for he is satis- 
fied it don’t pay. He has had all he wants of 
Government farming, and is ready to go out 
of business, even if it be by the back door. 
There seems to be general dissatisfaction 
with the Christmas present, and no disposi- 
tion to thank the Irish people for it.

There was a freshness 
about the meat that unmistakably showed the 
hardy exercise of outdoor pasturage and the 
effect of blue-grass diet. The meat, so far as 
could be seen, presented a rich marbied aspect, 
the streaks of ledn being marked for their fre- 
quency and richness, It was conceded by buteb- 
ers that this steer embraced points of excellence 
not shown in the carcasses of the Herefords.

THE SHERMAN FAMILY WAS GETTING TOO STRONG. 


John was in the Senate, and bestowed his pat- 
ronage with liberal hand where it would do the 
most good,—that is, among his friends. Gen. 
Sherman was the General of the Armies, and 
another brother was United States District 
Judge, with headquarters at the Capital of the 
Western Reserve, Cleveland. All these brothers 
begat sons and daughters, and had family com- 
binations; and they really did begin to get the 
affairs of the State pretty well into their own 
hands. But the Judge gave them all away first. 
He involved John and the General in a matter, 
out of which he was to make a good round sum 
of money through their influence. They repudi- 
ated the Judge, and he was deposed,—Jobn Sber- 
man telling President Grant that he would band 
in his brother's resignation in case he (Sherman) 
might be permitted to name his successor. This 
was granted, and a strong supporter of theSher- 
man family, in the person of Judge Walker, was 
appointed. This Judge is, however,an excellent 
man and good officer, and did much mn his quiet 
way to furnish a disinfectant for the bad odor 
that his predecessor had caused. After this, 
things moved along quietiy for some 
time, and finally Senator Sherman began to 
shine out as a financier. He took a strong stand 
for Hayes, and became a member of his Cabinet, 
and carried resumption into force. Then he got 
the Presidentiul bee in his bonnet, and was not 
supported by his own State on many accounts, 
To-day he stands before the State liable to have 
either of two important trusts or nothing. Senti- 
ment in the State 

Is VERY MUCH DIVIDED. 
Some think he should by all means remain 
where he is. Others, believi that he was not 
treated just right at Chicago, desire to see him 
hack in the Senate. Stillothers are outgpoken 
in the belief that Ohio has had quite enough of 
Sherman, and that hé had better retire to his 


achance. It is considerably‘ in doubt as yet 
just when the Legislature should vote on Sena- 
tor,—some saying that the balloting must take 
piace immediately upon the assembling of that 
body, and others that it can only come after the 
4th of next March. If it is postponed till spring 
the selection of Garfield's Cabinet will have 
something to do with the matter. If Sherman 
is retained in the Treasury, of course he will not 
be elected Senator. 


CHARLIE FOSTER 


is decidedly a man of the people. He was a 
country storekeeper and banker, in his native 
town of Fostoria (which was named after his 
father), until one lucky day his distri¢t nom- 
inated him for Congress. He was elected by an 
unprecedented majority, in a close district. 

was a modest man, and exceedingly frank in all 
his ways; and finally Ben Butler took it upon 
himself to attack him. Ben got bis bell ull, 
and Charlie Foster was famous. He had, ore 
this time, made no speeches in Congress. It was 
now discovered that he was a very valuable 
member, and he became a sort of authority on 
commerce and trade. Ben Butler, smarting un- 
der the defeat Foster had given him, sent ammu- 
nitions of war into Foster's district to beat him 
when he ran next time,—but without effect. 
Finally Foster was gerrymandered out of Con- 
gress by a Democratic Legislature; but he took 
the nomination and the stump, and succeeded 
remarkably in cutting down the hostile major- 
ity. Your correspondent, through the columns 
of Tue TRIBUNE, had the pleasure of making the 
first public announcement that Mr. Foster would 
as a reward for his gallant fight, in all probabil- 
ity be nominated the next fall for Governor.

NEVER BEFORE KNOWN IN THE STATE. 

He was on the stump constdntly. He visited 
portions of the State remote from the railroad, 
where Gubernatorial candidates had never been 
before. The people liked his frankness. He was 
one of them, and yet in ability far ‘above the 
average. The Democrats tried to belittle him 
by calling him Calico Charlie, because he had 
kept a country store; but, like the nicknames 
of Harrison, it only made the people honor him 
the more. Hé swept the State by 17,000 majority, 
rescuing its Government from the hands of the 
Democrats. ‘I don’t believe the people, or the 
Legislature which he did so much to elect, will 
go back on him in any respect., There may bea 

eeling that he must stay in the Governor’s Chair 
through this term and another. and finally go in- 
to the Senate in place of Pendleton. The people 
don’t consiaer Foster a dangerous man, and he 
is strong in their affections. They have tried 
him, and know him. The only question with 
them will be where they can use him best,

He is one of the greatest orators in the State.

His friends 
urge that this was the result of the dissatisfac- 
tion of the State with Hayes’ policy toward the 
South; and of the Soft-Money lunacy. These 
things did have a very strong bearing on the 
case, without doubt.

of protection. But if one were to judge only by 
the noise and bluster which the latter continu- 
ally make, the first pression would seem to 
represent nobody, and the last a little short only 
of all creation. 

You may, however, say in reply that if it were 
not for protection on some of the great branches 
of American manufacture, as for example, cot- 
ton and wool, which hold the first rank among 
the industries of Connecticut und the country, 
and of which I have thus far said. nothing, the 
masons, the carpenters, the blacksmiths, 
and a host of other working people and pro- 
ducers, would find their sphere of occu- 

ation greatly curtailed and be forced to work 

or lower wages, even if they could find a 
chance to work at all. But nothing can be 
mere untounded than such an assumption, and 
l only regret that space is not here afforded to 
allow me to fully demonstrate it. Consider, 
however, fora moment the condition of the 
cottou manufacture in New. England. My 
friend, Mr. Atkinson, of Boston, whom 1 think 
you will accept as authority, tells me that in the 
production of coarser cotton fanrics—the fab- 
rics which represent the bulk of the world's 
consumption—the New England manufacturer 
has an advantage over the foreign manu- 
facturer in cost of his raw ma- 
terial equivalent to about a quarter of 
a cent a yard on, the  finishe fabrics, 
and that the question of what cotton manufact- 
urers shall supply the world’s consumption is 
likely to turn on as small a margin as an eighth 
of a centa yard. Now, under such circum- 
stances, why do we not have as many cotton 
milis running in New Engiand making fabrics 
for exports as for domestic consumption? We 
“do export some cotton go My friend, Moses 
Pierce, told me some time ago that George F. 
Richardson, of Boston, a leading cotton mer- 
chant and manufacturer, who regards every 
free-trader as having hoofs and horus, felt very 
much; elated at the prospect of increasing ex- 
ports, and that he had been especially gratified 
at ~ opportunity to ship some twenty cases or 
more of cotton goods to South America. I toid 
Mr. Pierce that Mr. Richardson's position re- 
minded me of a man whom I once knew in Wall 
street, who said he prevented a threatened panic 
and drop in stec one morning by talking 
strong and buying ten shares of IIlinois Central; 
and of such, by the way, also, is the character of 
the reports that foreign Consuls send bome every 
to the effect that [British 


the prospect of American competition. 

For how stands the case? Iwill tell you in a 
few words. In spite of all acknowl ad- 
vantages in cost of the raw cot and in spite 
of our great skill, ingenious machinery and 
longer bours of mill working than vail in 
England, we have never exported in any one 
year from the United States to foreign coun- 
tries as much as 150,000,000 yards of cotton fab- 
rics. In 1878, the year of greatest export, was 
sent out—in part to England itself—129,000,190 
yards. Last year we could not keep it up, and 
the export is now down to 106,000,000 yards. But 
Great Britain during these same years, in spite 
of all her financial and industrial distress, and 
dear food, exported,—reckoning yarns at their 
equivalent in cloth,—well how much? We will 
put it in both figures and words that its lesson 
may not be mistaken; over 4,000,000,000 (four 
thousand millions) of yards per annum. In the 
business of making cotton goods, for other 
countries, we have, therefore, as it were, not 
scratched the ground. Do you want to know 
the reasons for such a bad showing? They can 
be givenin a few words. First. we by our ab- 
surd navigation laws have driven Amer- 
ican vessels from the ocean, to such an 
extent, thatif we desire to send cotton fab- 
rics quickly to South America the surest 
way is to send them to Liverpool first, , and 
thence transsbip on an Engiish’steamer. And if 
we desire to send to Cuba, from whom we buy 
annually produce to the value of some 70 or 80 
millions, but which buys little of us in return, 
the cheapest way is to send first to old Spain, 
and then after landing and paying duties, trans- 
ship in a Spanish vessel; a autiful practice 
which Great Britain would not stand A hours, 
but which Mr. Evarts and our State Depart- 
ment view with the utmost complacency and 
make no effort toamend. Second, our existing 
tariff will not allow us to profitably take in ex- 
change for our cotton fabrics those products 
which other nations not manufacturing cotton 
are obliged to pay with, or not buy at all; and 
third, because the existing tariff so enhances 
the cost of machinery and many other instru- 
mentalities used in manufacturing cotton as to 
sweep away and neutralize any advantage which 
may accrue to the American manufacturer trom 
cheapness op his raw material Our tariff and 
navigation laws could be so amended as to 
greatly increase our export of, cotton} fabrics, 
and rapidly augment the number of actories 
and spindies in New England, and consequently 
the opportunities for labor to all the great 
variety of artisans; but as you are opposed to 
any change in the existing tariff, you must be in 
favor of keeping things as they are. 

And next as to wool. In 1867, a tariff s en- 
acted which still exists, imposing duties on 
imported wools, other than carpet wools, all the 
way from 40 to 100 per cent; and since then I am 
told by good authority that the capital of the 
country invested in woolen manufactures, other 
than carpets, has not netted to its owners an 
average of 3 per cent per annum. The reason of 
this disastrous condition of things is obvious. 
The varieties of wool range all the way from 
fibres as coarse as the hair of a terrier dog to 
those which are as —— und fine as silk; and no 
one 8 produces all these Varieties. On the 
other hand, the varieties of woolen fabrics are 
almostjinfin't; and constantly change, especially 
women's dress goods, in obedience to the de- 
mands of fashion. To meet these requirements 
the woolen manufacturer in order to suCCeS8S- 
‘ful must have a free and unlimited choice of his 
raw material; and all European nations, recog- 
nizing this fact, accordingly impose no duties on 
the importations of wools into their territoriis. 
But we in the United States have a tariff which 
5 says to American manufacturers, 
you shall bave but one kind of wool: and 
the result is that they make excessively 
of one class of products, periodically overstock- 
ing our markets, cutting their own throats by 
excessive competition, and necessitating an an- 
nual import of goods, which otherwise might 
just as well be made here, to the extent ot many 
millions of doilars, our total import of woolen 
fabrics for the year 1879-'80 agywregating over 
$33,000,000 in value. There is no sort of difficulty 
in changing this state of things and increasing 
the number, the business, and the profits of the 
woolen milis of the country; but so long as the 
present tiscal policy of the Government prevails 
it never will be done. 

Such, then, are some of the reasons why I do 
not agree with you in the opinion that a change 
in the existing tariff will be the heaviest blow 
ever dealt to American industry. On the con- 
trary, I believe thata more monstrous system 
of laws has never within the presen wentüry 
disgraced the statute-books of any nation: and 
I feel sure that if you and others will only keep 
discussing the subject and so arouse the masses 
of our people to thinking and investigating, the 
time will not be far distant when an ihtelligént 
man will no more think of defending the exist- 
ing tariff than he would of the ante- war system 
of American slavery.

RIVER CONVENTION, 


Resolutions Adopted at the New Ore 
leans Meeting. 


New Orveans, La., Nov. 18.~—The Mississippi 


Valley Inter-State River Improvement§Conven- 
tion Committee on Resolu tions reported the fol- 
lowing, which were adopted: 

WuHereas, The Congress of the United States, 
by act passed and approved by the President 
June 28, 1879, created the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, composed of engineers and scientific 
experts, whose duty it was to make, take into 
consideration, and mature such plan or plans as 
will connect permanently, locate, and dee 
the channel and protect the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi River, improve and give safety and case 
to the navigation thereof, and for other pur- 
poses; and 

WueEreas, Said Commission, after careful sur- 
vey, have made a detailed report as to the most 
practicable, feasible, and economic ~ 
improving the navigation and.commerce of the 
Mississippi River; and 

WHEREAS, Bill No. 6,326 has been introduced 
and is now pending in the Congress of the United 
States, framed in accordance with the plans. es- 
timates, and specitications, and drawn in accord- 
ance with the report of said Commission; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That this Convention cordially ap- 
prove the report of said Commission, and ear- 
nestly request Senators and members of Con- 
eae from the States included in the Mississippi 

alley to use their best efforts to secure the 
passage of said bill. ’ 

eso ved, That we recognize the improvement 
of tributary streams as second only in im- 
portance to the Mississippi stream, and that it is 
the duty and interest of the Government to in- 
augurate a general system of river improve- 
ment, embracing the whole system of rivers in 
the Valley of the 2 2 

Resolved, That the Legisiatures of the States, 
Chambers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, and 
other commercial and municipal bodies in every 
city and town on the banks of the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries, be and they are hereby 
requested to take such action as may aid in the 
passage of Bill No. 6,326, now pen before 
Congress, for the improvement of the ppi 

ver. 

Resolutions were also adopted as follows: 

That the Department of Government — | 
charge of snag- boats on the Ohio and Mississipp 
Rivers shall as far as practicable in short oross- 
ings remove snags and rocks, so as to make a 
clear channel of at least eight hundred feet. 

Resolved, That with a view to facilitating and 
extending the commerce between the States of 
the Mississippi Valley, West Indies, Mexico, 
Central and other & th American States, and 
Brazil, this Convention do recommend to Con- 
gress such legislation as sball estab- 
lish and maintain regular and con- 
tinuous mail service between New 
Orleans and such por and foreign coun- 
tries herein named as che Postmaster-General 
may deem best suited to the interests of trade 
and commerce. 

After adopting resolutions of thanks to the 
officers, the Convention adjourned sine die.

own hook. It is safe to predict, however, that 
the investigations will show no wrong on the 
part of the Mayor. In fact, the most t it is 
expected to show is that his Honor has been 
running the entire business very loosely, and 
without respect to his obligations to the Council. 
But whatever the finding may be, the result of 
the stir made will be a good one, for in the 
future, whether an investigation is made or not, 
every pardon granted, for whatever cause, will 
be fully and promptly reported to the Council.

THE LAKE-FRONT. 
J. r. SCAMMON. 

The proposition of the city authorities to the 
owners of property on Michigan avenue, op- 
posit the public grounds familiarly known as 
the Lake-Front, to withdcaw their objections 
and permit the sale of the land for $730,000 to 
the railroad companies now occupying a right 
of way upon it, was the subject of reportorial 
interviews yesterday with two principal and 
original objectors,—the Hon. J. Young Scam- 
mon and Matthew Lafllu. The former answered 
the reporter's inquiries briefly and pointedly. 

“Mr. Scammon, Tak Txipung would like to 
have your views on the proposition of the city 
to sell the Lake Front.“

- “Will you give us your opinion in brief?“ 

“Yes. The city has novo right or title in that 
property,—it is only actmg as a trustee for the 
owners who bought the property fronting on 
Lake Park, and it the — * — permit 
the city to sell the Lake-Front they make the 
city a present ot the land for that purpose. The 
ground is now occupied by disreputable persons 
and for base- ball and other such purposes, and 
1 think perhaps it is best that, under 
the circumstances, the roperty be solid 
to the railroad companies. have spent a large 
sum of money in endeavoring to protect the 
publife rights in that property, but after ali I 
think it is best to sell itand let the city pocket 
the proceeds. 

Mr. Scammon then gave the reporter to un- 
derstand that he had not met with that encour- 
agement from other property-owners that was 
necessary to carry through the objections to the 
sale to a successful issue, and he, along withone 
or two others, had borne the brunt of 
the battle and the expense. He was not 
now in a financial position to contest 
the sale if he were so inciined. In the future, 
when Chicago became, as it would, the greatest 
city in the world, that property would be worth 
millions of dollars to the raliroud companies, 
which would have all the valuable dockage 
frontung upon it. The Illinois Central Railroad 
Company now owned—with the exception of a 
few sinall parceis—all the land bordering ou the 
lake from the main river to Hyde Park. 

MATTHEW LAFLIN, 

one of the oldest residents of Chicago, and one 
of the original objectors to the sale of the Lake- 
Front, was also visited. but declined to be inter- 
viewed. He said he would not give his views on 
the matter ut present, but he guve tho reporter 
to understand that bis consent to the saie had 
not been obtained, nor would he give it.

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ACADEMY OF DESIGN. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The Academy of Design beld its adjourned 
annual meeting last evening in the pariors of 
the Tremont House, President J. C. Cochrane in 
the chair. The President, in his annual address, 
traced the history and growth of the Academy 
during the year, and found much in what it had 
done of congratulation and encouragement for 
the future. The membership was larger than 
ever before, all the debts were paid, and there 
was a surplus in the treasury. The projected 
Opera-House received full attention, and the 
address closed with a suggestion in tavor of 
converting the organization into a social club 
until permanent quarters were secured, and of 
giving a spring exhibition, with a sale of paint- 
ings by local artists. 

George J. Verbeck, the Recording Secretary, 
submitted his annual report, covering much the 
same grounds, and followed it with that of the 
Board of Trustees, from which it appeared, 
among other things, that the receipts for the 
year bad been $1,089 and the disbursements 
$1,068. ‘Ihe old outstanding indebtedness against 
the Academy had ali been paid, and the institu- 
tion was now out ot debt. Tho record ot the past 
year, inthe words of the report, bad demon- 
strated the fact that an art institution, run 
honestly and on sound business principles, 
could pay its own expenses aside from endow- 
ments or charitable souicitations. In the opinion 
of the Trustees, this was the first record of the 
kind made by any art institution in America, 
aud although the Academy had not done what it 
hoped to do,it had given its little for the ad- 
vancement of art education in the Northwest. 
The Treasurer's report, which was very brief, 
contained the satisfactory and comprehensive 
statement that all the bills had been met as they 
came in, that the Academy owed nothing, and 
that it was ahead by a small balance. 

A number of amendments to the constitution, 
which had lain over from the last annual meet- 
ing, were called up and adopted seriatim. The 
mude no material change, except to abolish t 
oid Board of Trustees and to provide in 
their stead a Council to consist entirely of acad- 
emicians.

STANDARD TIME. 
THE CITY AND THE OBSERVATORY. 

The initial steps taken recently by the Chicago 
Astronomical Society towards reéntering into 
its former contract with the city to furnish time 
from the Observatory, as already announced in 
THE TRIBUNE, has been productive of some dis- 
cussion, and, as nearly all the records of the old 
transaction were lost in the great fire of 1871, 
the circumstances under which it was made may 
be of interest. ! 

In the latter part of 1869 the Astronomical So- 
ciety asked the city to enter into an arrange- 
ment by which time could be furnished the pub- 
lic from the Dearborn Observatory. At its meet- 
ing April 11, 1870, the Common Council author- 
ized the Board of Public Works to enter into a 
contract with the Society fer such purpose. The 
matter dragged for some time, no funds being 
available in the Society's treasury to meet the 
expenses hecessary to be incurred in the 
proposed plan. In the winter of 1870-71 the 
Society took ups subscription forthe purpose of 
buying a suitable tower-clock ; and at its meeti 
May % the Common Council appropriat 
$3,000 to pay the expenses to accrue on part of 
the city for its proper placing, lighting, and 
maintenanve. Tpe Board of Pub Works then 
eutered into a contract with the Astronomical 
omen by of which the following was the sub- 
stance: 

The Astronomical Society agreed to furnish 
a tower-clock to be placed in the dome of the 
Court-House and to keep correct time, being 
cenuected electrically with the Dearborn Ob- 
servatory, and also to cause said clock to strike 
the hours of the day ana night upon the Court- 
House bell. 

In return, the city a to pay $1,000 an- 
nually to the Astronomical Society, in monthly 
installments if desired; also to pay for four 
transparent dials, set them up, and arran for 
and maintain the necessary apparatus to illumi- 
nate them during the night. 

The dials having been placed in position by the 
city, the Astronomical Society procured a suita- 
ble tower clock from the Howard Company, of 
Boston, through the firm of J. B. Mayo & Co., of 
this city. The clock was set running Saturday 
afternoon, Aug. 26, 1871, and the connection 
with the bell for striking was made some days 
later.

David C. Broderick, the 
victim of Terry, was born in Washington, D. C., 
and was first known in New York as a good 
stone-mason, and a leader among the somewhat 
unruly firemen who made the city a turbulent 
place twenty-five years ago. Gifted with a cer- 
tain rude force, he won the affections and esteem 
of the volunteer firemen and roughs who were 
such a powerful element in New York in the 
old days. The men whom he controlled were 
rougher thhn he, but among them be was be- 
loved, feared, and implicitly trusted. His per- 
sonal courage and magnetism were marvelous, 
and there was no storm so violent that he could 
not ride upon it, no exigency so trying that he 
could not cope with it. He rose to be Chief En- 
gineer in the days when that office gave its in- 
cumbent absolute sway over a great mass of 


willful and almost lawless men. He had

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The following state- 
ment of the condition of corn, tobacco, and po- 
tato crops was issued to-day by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Corn—The crop of corn shows no increase over 
that of last year, but rather a slight decline for 
the whole country.

DEAF AND DUMB. 


Report of the Officers of the Indiana 
Institution. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIAN APrOLASs, Ind., Nov. 18.— The Trustees 
and officers of the Deaf and Dumb Institute filed * 
their report to-day with the Governor, in which 4 
a slight reduction of expenses is indicated. The 
average expense for maintenance and clothing 
forthe two years 1877 and 1878 was $64,441.30. 
Last year the current expenses were $48,953.01, 
andtor clothing $1,052.97, a total of $50,005.88,— 
representing an annual saving of $14,435.32. In 
addition to this, the Trustees say that the cloth- 
ing account for 1877 and 1878 was paid by 
the counties, while in 1880 it came out 
of the institution's funds, so that the saving was 
really $15,788.39, a trifle over 24 percent. The 
clothing account bas been reduced from $3,693.51 
in 1878 to $1,052.97 in 1880 by requiring parents 
and guardians, when abie, to furnish their 
children and wards with good clothing. The to- 
‘tal annual cost per capita in 1877 and 1878 was 
8198.80; in 1880, $154.35. The following figures 
are given, embodying the condition of the in- 
stitution and the operations for the year:

LIABILITIES OF RAILROADS. | 

An iinportant- question was decided yesterday 
by Judge Drummond in the case of Roosevelt & 
Fosdick vs. Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Central 
Railroad Company, successor of the Toledo, 
Logansport & Barlington Railroad. The latter 
road built the line through the Counties of Jas- 
per and Newton, in Indiana, in the year 1859, 
taking possession of the necessary land and con- 
structing the road without condescending to 
even go through the formality of asking for the 
right uf way. Receivers were subsequently ap- 
pointed for the rod by the Federal Court of 
Indiana, and actions of ejectment 
were about the same time begun 
by the owners of the land taken, 
but the prosecution of them was enjoined by 
the Federal Court, and thereupon petitions were 
filed to compel the Receiver to pay for the value 
of The land taken. The petitiens having been 
referred to a Master iu Chancery, he made a re- 
portin due form, to which exceptions. were 
taken, and argued at length before Judge Drum- 
mond. One of the questions was whewer the 
Court would allow the value of the land at the 
present time or atthe time the railroad took 
possession of it in 1859, it being, of course, worth 
much more now. Another question was whether 
the Court would require the Company or the 
Receiver to fence the road. The Judge heid 
that, inasmuch as the railroad company only 
just now acquired the titie to the right of 
way, they should pay the present vaiue 
of the land taken. They were mere trespassers 
in seizing the land, and acquired no rights. As 
th the quesuon ot fencing, the Judge reserved 
the right to hereafter require the Company to 
build afence betore the Keceivers are finally 
discharged. There is considerable litigation 
now pending in the Supreme Court ot the United 
States between the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis Raiiroad, the owner of the land in ques- 
tion, and the Pennsylvania HKailroad, and on this 
account no decision was given on the question 
of fencing. Mesars. S. C. Annabaland S. A. Hunt 
appear for the numerous petitioners, and Judge 
Hoadicy and Edwin Walker for the Railroad 
Company. 


DOGGETT, BASSETT & HlLLS. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit Court 
by Mrs. Kate N. Doggett against Henry D. Bas- 
sett, D. Hobart Hilis, and Charles H. Cram to 
wind up the affairs of the well-known firm of 
Doggett, Bassett & Hills. She states that in 
April, 1876, her husband, William E. Doggett, 
died testate, leaving her his executrix. He was 
at the time of his death owner of a one-third in- 
terest in the boot and shoe firm of Doggett, Bas- 
sett & Bilis, which was worth upward of $80,000, 
the net assets of the firm being estimated at over 
$240,000. Immediately on Doggett's decease his 
surviving partners took exclusive possession of 
the partnership books, business, and property, 
and carried on the same business for three years 
under the same name, and in the same buiiding. 
The protits during that time, it is claimed, 
amounted to upwards of $100,000. No inventory 
ot the firm assets was filed in the County Court 
until over six months after Doggett's death, and 
up to the present time they have failed to ever 
make either to the County Court or to complain- 
ant any detailed statement of their, doings in 
relation to the partnership business, or of their 
collections and disbursements, although often 
requested to make such statement. Much of 
the partnership business has been left 
unsettied, and there yet remain in de- 
tendants’ hands partnership assets valued 
in the statement of January, 1880, at 
$316,000, while the debts only amount to $136,- 
600. The relative amount of assets thus shown, 
us compared with the amount shown by the 
sworn inventory filed in the County Count in Oc- 
tober, 1876, shows a deticieney of about $100,000. 
The management of the business is chiefly in 
the hands of D. Hobart Hills and Charles H. 
Cram, each of whom owes the firm-over $15,000, 
and both claim to be insolvent. Among the lia- 
bilities of the firm is a debt of $32,000 to the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life-Iasurance Company for 
money loaned in It, and long since due. This 
is secured by a mortgage on Doggett's house, 
No. 316 Michigan avenue. The surviving part- 
ners have refused to pay this debt, or even tue 
interest for the last two and a half years, 
and complainant has been obliged to 
meet the interest. There is also a debt of $13,000 
due by the firm, secured by a mortgage on the 
private real estate of Henry D. Bassett, but the 
interest is paid promptly onthis. Since Dog- 
gett's death, certain firm property has been 
mortgaged, and itis charged that the proceeds 
have been improperly applied to the personal 
benefit of the surviving partners. The latter 
are thought to have aiso disposed of other prop- 
erty without autbority, and to have been remiss 
in collecting outstanding accounts, so that there 
is danger of losing some 850,000 open debts. 
Complainant therefore asks for a decree to close 
up the affairs of the firm, for the appointment 
of a Receiver, an accounting, and for an injuac- 
tion restraining the defendants from collecting 
the assets, or further interfering with the firm’s 
business or assets.

DR. CREAM. 

The trial of Dr. Cream for murder was re- 
sumed in the morning, with about the same at- 
tendance as on the previous day,—such cases 
seeming to have no attractive features. 

Anna Broadhurst, a sister of Mrs. Mack, testi- 
fied that Dr. Cream was at her house on the 
afternoon of the day Miss Faulkner died and 
took Mrs. Mack outside. [The Doctor had told 
the police that he didn’t know where this wit- 
ness lived, or where Mrs. Mack was.] 

This closed the case of the prosecution, and 
the defense called 

Deputy Coroner Waite, who testified that he 
signed Mrs. Mack’s name to her testimony given 
1 the inquest, said it was his impression that 

e said she could not write. He did nbt find a 
prescription in the deceased's trunk, but he saw 
one in Lieut. Steele's possession. It called for 
abortion medicines. He knéw of the stilettos be- 
ing found in Mrs. Mack's house. 

Dr. Cream then took the stand, and swore that 
he first saw Mrs. Mack in April, 1880, when he 
treated ber child. Friday, Aug. 13, she came to 
White's drug store and asked for the Doctor. He 
responded and went to her house to see a sick 
Iady.“ It was Miss Faulkner, who bad had a ** mis- 
carriage.” She admitted that she had taken med- 
icine, and that Mrs. Mack had used an instrument, 
and Mrs. Mack produced two stilettos. Witness 
bad done nothing unwarranted by regular prac- 
tice in trying to save the girl's life after her 
trouble. 

County Physician Bluthardt testified that, 
from the character of the injuries to the girl, 
the abortion was produced by an ignorant, un- 
Skilled person. His testimony was quite strong 
in favor of Cream. 

Dr. M. Fitch and Dr. D, Frazer gave some ex- 
pert testimony to show that Cream's treatment 
was correct. They corroborated Dr. Bluthardt 
in regard to the bungling work of the abortion- 
ist. Both said it was a very common thing for 
e N to act as their own physicians in this re- 
ward, 

Dr. Cream was recalled and said the last time 
he saw the girl was two or three days before she 
died. Mrs. Mack tuld him about her death, and 
he told ber to report the case to the police. He 
told ber twice to do that. She brought him cer- 
tain trinkets belonging to Miss Faulkner. He 
said to her: You have killed the woman, and 
the best thing you can do is to throw yourself on 
the mercy of the police.“ Mrs. Mack spoke of 
clearing out and going to Keokuk. He never 
said anything to her about burning the house 
and destroying the body. He never bothered 
himself about the remains. He believed death 
resulted from blood poison. He denied Mrs. 
Mack’s story im toto. It was an almost 
every-day occurrence in this city for 
physicians’ to be called to attend women 
who bad produced abortions on themselves, and 
physicians who responded to such calls were at 
the merey of the patients. He had attended 
Mrs. Mack for a miscarriage. 

On the cross, he stated that he first practiced 
in London. Canada, early in 1879. Mrs. Mack 
told him she had produced the abortion, saying 
that Dr. Fitch taught her how. Miss Faulkner 
died a week later. 

On thé redirect, Cream said he had never per- 
formedmn abortion in bis life, though asa medi- 
eal student he had assisted in necessary cases. 
He gave no certificate of death, because he did 
not intend to let the body be varied without the 
attention of the police being first called to it. 
He expected Mrs. Mack to report the case. 

John Crayton, John John, and half-a-dozen 
others testified to the general reputation of the 
accused, which was good. ; 

At this juncture Mr. Trude announced that he 
was out ot ammunition, and, as he had other 
witnesses who were not present, the court at 4 
o'clock adjourned until this morning.

CuIcaao, Nov. 18.—J ust now Chicago is flooded 
with frauduient and bogus mining schemes well 
calculated to entrap the ignorant and delude 
the unwary. These concerns profess to be or- 
ganized under the laws of Liinols to do business 
in Colorado; claim to have large paid-up cap- 
itals of tive or ten millions, stock non-assessa- 
ble; hold out a long string of names of * 
and directors togive weight to the concern; Claim 
to own dozens of the very richestand best mines 
in the world, and then offer for sale a few shares 
of the stock at about W cents on the dollar for 
working capital. In this way a few men who 
contribute nothing to the work draw in out- 
siders to furniah the means to enable them to 
prospect for mineral, and if anything should by 
chance come out of it, the large stockholdcrs 
get it all without expense. But more than that, 
allsuch e rations are illegal, the stock is 
worthiess. “Ihe State of Illinois cannot author- 
ize or form a corporation to do business wholly 
outside of the limits of the State. All such or- 
ganization are void, and can have no valid ex- 
istence anywhere. If the capital stock of a 
company is paid up it can have no need to sell 
stock for working capital. All such pretenses 
are false. All new companies organized with 
grossly exa rated capitals of five njllions or 
ten millions founded on wind are fraudsin law 
and in fact. * 
This method of doing business has brought 
the whole mining interests of Coloradd into 
repute. Mining is a legitimate business, as 
much so as any other, and when mings are 
worked by capital to getareturn out of the 
ground, and not out of the public by the sale 
of bogus stock, the business will be placed upon 
aright and lawful basis. No mining compan 
should be organized with a greater capital stoc 
than the actual fair market value of the mine 
will warrant. If the mine increases in value, 
the stock ean be easily increased to meet the 
case, and it is safe to assert that ninety-nine 
out of every hundred companies whose stocks 
go up into the millions are bogus—delusive 
snares to catch gulls. Beware of ail of them.

PHILADELPHIA, Novgi8.—The American Hu- 
mane Association be a session to-day. The 
reports of the Executive Committee and Treas- 
urer were received and adopted.
